Johnson has called for a de- 


tailed report on the talks by 
Monday, when he said it should 
be clear whether the parties can 
settle the work rules dispute.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 


ident Johnson said

Johnson spoke at a far-rang- 


ing and heavily attended news 
conference that was, as he took 
note, well-advertised in advance 
and carried live on radio and 
television. 


He expressed hope for a ne- 


gotiated settlement this week to 
end the railroad strike threat. 
And he called again for prompt 
passage of the civil rights bill 
now being debated in the Sen- 
ate. 


"We will pass the civil rights 


bill because it is morally right," 
he said. 


At the same time he deplored 


extreme measures some advo- 
cates of federal civil rights laws 
have threatened, measures that 
would seek to dramatize their 
cause by civil disobedience tac- 
tics. 


"We do not, of course, con- 


done violence or taking the law 
into your own hands, or threat- 
ening the health or safety of our 
people," he said. "You really do 
the civil rights cause no good 
when you go to this extent. 
Relaxed And Confident 


"We do not think the violation 


of one right, or the denial of 
one right, should permit the vi- 
olation of another right."

Low-Cost Coal 
Use Proposed 
For Appaiachia 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


Ury el the Interior Stewart L. 
Udtfl has proposed immediate 
studies into use of low-cost coal 
in the Appalachian region for 
increased electric power produc- 
tion by mine-mouth plants. 


He said if new approaches to 


planning, financing and market- 
ins at power are developed, ex, 
perts in his department "are 
confident that power production 
from 
Appalachian 
coal 
can 


maintain a competitive advan- 
tage over recent developments 
in the power industry..." 


Udall made public Thursday a 


letter to Undersecretary of Com- 
merce Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Jr. offering Interior Department 
leadership of a special task 
force to undertake the studies 
recommended by the President's 
Appalachian Regional Commis- 
sion. 


Roosevelt replied he will sug- 


gest that the proposal be placed 
on the agenda for the next com- 
mission meeting. He said he will 
urge appropriate action, "and' 
that we do get under way with 
the study." 
Study Warranted 


"I 
believe," 
Udall 
wrote 


Roosevelt, "that the importance 
to Appaiachia of the expanded 
use of its coal in power produc- 
tion warrants initiation of the 
required studies under the aus-1 
pices of the interim organization; 
recommended by the com mis 
sion, 


"This department, with ex- 


perts in both the fields of coal 
production and power marketing 
is willing to assume leadership 
of a special task force ... to 
undertake these studies." 


If the department is given this 


responsibility, 
Udall said, the 


studies would be conducted with 
the assistance and counsel of an 
advisory 
committee 
including 


representatives of private utili- 
ties, electric cooperatives, mu- 
nicipal systems, industrial and 
residential 
power consumers, 


federal and state agencies, anc 
the public. 


"I believe that action now, 


looking toward possible utiliza- 
tion of the coal resources of Ap- 
paiachia, is needed if a bal- 
anced program for human and 
economic renewal of Appaiachia 
is to result," Udall said. 


Udall suggested the studies 


Include preparation of engineer- 
ing plans and economic analyses 
for specific installation of large 
thermal plants of 1,000 to 2,000 
megawatts capacity, together 
with suitable peaking hydroelec- 
tric capacity. 
Public Corporation? 


"Concurrently, various organi- 


zational and financial arrange- 
ments for making such develop- 
ment possible should be studied, 
including the possible establish- 
ment of a public non-profit cor- 
poration that could borrow capi- 
tal on the open market," Udall 
said. 


"The studies should also giye 


consideration to new industrial 
development that can be attract- 
ed to the region by low-cost 
power, and to marketing ar- 
rangements that 
will 
reduce 


power costs to industry. 


"Thus, to bring these large 


plants into production, new ap- 
proaches to planning, financing 
and marketing of power will be 
required. If such approaches are 
developed, my experts are confi- 
dent that mine - mouth power 
production 
from 
Appalachian 


coal can maintain a competitive 
advantage over recent develop- 
ments in the power industry and 
provide other salutary results."

Lie Detectors 
Versus Rights 


A Congressional subcommittee investigating 


the proliferation of lie detector tests has pro- 
duced enough evidence of abuse to demand 
corrective measures for the protection of indi- 
vidual rights. 


In numbers alone there is cause for alarm. 


In fiscal 1963, some 19 federal agencies, exclu- 
sive of the supersecret CIA, conducted 23,122 
lie detector tests—some merely to determine 
suitability for employment. In 1959, the Air 
Force used die detectors in one out of 43 investi- 
gations. Five years later the ratio was one in 18. 


Further, the military services concede they 


have added hidden microphones and see-through 
mirrors as standard equipment in their inquisi- 
torial chambers. 


The qualifications of those who conduct the 


tests also leave much to be desired. Prof. Fred 
Imbau of Northwestern University's Law School 
testified he considers four out of five polygraph 
operators in the U. S. to be improperly qualified. 
At least partial substantiation appears in the 
fact that the Army trains its operators in seven 
weeks. 


Lie detection equipment itself is considered 


no more than 70 percent reliable since it cannot 
distinguish between the emotional reactions to 
a lie and certain anxieties of the innocent. Lie 
detector results are not admissible evidence in 
court. Yet they are permitted to influence the 
hiring of government personnel, stain reputa- 
tions and damage careers. 


The extent that they do so has been a 


fruitful source of investigation. It is incumbent 
upon the Congressional subcommittee to follow 
through to the point where proper safeguards 
against the invasion 
of human rights are 


provided.

Two Interviews With Khrushchev 
Recalled On His 70th Birthday 


WASHINGTON - 
This being 


Nikita Khrushchev's 70th birthday 
and a week during which news 
tremors that he was dead went 
round the world, I should like to 
report on his health as 1 observed 
it during my interview with him 
last August. 


The interview took place at 


Khrushchev's summer place on 
(he shores of the Black Sea. Since 
Mr. K had announced earlier 
lhat year that he was considering 
retirement, I took careful note of 
his physique. As far as I could 
see, he had not changed since an 
earlier interview in the summer 
of 1961 when Khrushchev was just 
past 67. 


His face was without wrinkles, 


his hands without liver spots, his 
blue eyes were clear and pene- 
trating. He was just as rotund 
around the middle as before and 
he had not grown any additional 
hair. His daughter had confided 
to Mrs. Pearson on the earlier 
visit that her father was on a 
diet, "He's only supposed to eat 
cottage cheese and yogurt, but 
he is awfully glad to have guests 
as an excuse to get off the diet."

Mr. Khrushchev is temperate 


in his use of alcohol, does not 
drink vodka and only a little 
wine. He drank nothing except 
water on the second trip.

Communists Seek To Infiltrate Rights Movement 


WASHINGTON - An unhappy 


secret is worrying official Wash- 
ington. The secret is that despite 
the American Communist Party's 
feebleness and disarray, its agents 
are beginning to infiltrate certain 
sectors of the Negro civil rights 
movement. 


The infiltration is spotty, as yet. 


But it is a very serious matter, 
none the less, that the charges of 
Communist influence, which have 
been hurled for so long by anti- 
civil rights racists, should now 
be acquiring some color of truth. 


The Southern Christian Leader- 


ship Conference, headed by the 
Rev. Martin Luther King: the 
Students Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee, more usually called 
"SNICK," and the Congress on 
Racial Equality, more 
usually 


called "CORE," are all affected 
in greater or less degree. 


These, it should -be noted, are 


all relatively new-fledged outfits. 
The 
older, 
more 
experienced 


organizations of Negro civil rights- 
fighters, the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People and the Urban League, 
are quite untouched. 


Both the Urban League and the 


NAACP learned their lesson the 
hard way in the late '30s and early 
'40s — the period which was also 
the high water mark of Com- 
munist infiltration in the labor 
movement. Like the CIO, both 
these civil rights organizations 
expelled the Communist infiltra- 
tors after a hard struggle, but 
with total success. 


Very 
recently, 
the 
NAACP 


staged a repeat performance with 
Robert Williams, who had been 
active in 
the North Carolina 


branch. This is the man who went 
to Cuba after he got his come- 
uppance from the NAACP, there 
to become a Castro propagandist. 


Of the infiltrated organizations, 


CORE has the least serious prob- 
lem. A few Communists are re- 
ported in some of the local branch- 
es, but none are known to be in

CORE at the national organiza- 
tional level. 


In the case of SNICK, the na'me, 


Students' 'Non-Violent Coordinat- 
ing Committee, is in itself decep- 
tive: for the SNICK leader, John 
Lewis, though not a Communist, 
quite frankly believes in quasi- 
insurrectionary tactics. Thus, no 
great difference has been made 
in SNICK's tactics, because known 
Communists have also begun to 
play a certain role in SNICK. 


The subject of the real head- 


shaking is the Rev. Martin Luther

Under 
the 


Constitution and present law, the 
United States will be without a 
vice president until 12 noon, on 
Jan. 20, 1965. when the winners 
in the November presidential elec- 
tions will be inaugurated into of- 
fice. 


Presently, the order of succes- 


sion calls for 77-year-old House 
Speaker John McCormack to be 
first in the event of President 
Johnson's death or incapacitation. 
In the event that McCormack 
should be unable to serve, Senate 
President Pro Tempore Carl Hay- 
den, 86, would be sworn in. 


The advanced ages of the two 


men plus some other factors are 
the basis for all the concern about 
the present succession law as it 
applies to the existing situation. 
There have been numerous abor- 
tive moves in Washington and 
elsewhere to quickly change the 
law so that a younger and more 


vigorous line-up could be obtained 
and also to avoid a repetition in 
the future. 


One lively idea can be com- 


pletely discounted — that Mc- 
Cormack would resign the speak- 
ership and Hayden resign his 
honorary Senate position in favor 
of Sen. Mike Mansfield who there- 
upon would be elected Senate 
president pro tempore and actual- 
ly be chosen by the Senate major- 
ity to be interim president. 


Neither McCormack nor Hay- 


den will have any part of the 
scheme. They have told friends— 
and the White House—that they 
intend to be around in their pres- 
ent positions in the event that 
some tragedy makes the presi- 
dency vacant again before next 
January.

Johnson has taken great pains to 
acquaint McCormack with 
the

doubt, this is simply a mark of 
the Reverend King's political in- 
nocence, but it is disturbing all 
the same.

Such, then, are the facts. What 


ought to be made of the facts is 
the almost precise opposite of 
the kind of thing the anti-civil 
rights racists will say about them. 
For despite these facts, the Negro 
civil rights movement is most 
emphatically not "run by Com- 
munists" or "inspired by Com- 
munists." 


Instead, the newer and more in- 


experienced 
Negro civil rights 


organizations have at length prov- 
ed ^ vulnerable to Communist in- 
filtration. But they have been 
vulnerable precisely because the 
grievance for which they seek 
redress is so shocking, and there- 
fore so emotionally obsessive. 


Every man must bear the re- 


sponsibility for his own acts. Yet 
in this case, a heavy burden of 
responsibility, a vast share of 
the guilt, must also be charged 
to the white majority, which has 
created the grievance by injustice 
to the Negro minority. 


The facts cited indeed constitute 


a strong argument for the earliest 
possible passage of a strong civil 
rights bill and for other measures, 
too, that are needed to redress 
the Negro grievance. These facts 
are further proof that time is 
rapidly running out. Justice must 
be swiftly done, or gross injustice, 
complacently persisted in, will 
breed an incruable cancer in the 
bosom of American society.

The most important aspect of 


the rumor regarding Khrushchev's 
death was the general concern 
of both diplomats and public that 
a moderate man of peace might 
be replaced by Mao Tse-tung or a 
Stalinist as leader of the Com- 
munist world. 


This worry was in vivid con- 


trast to reaction following my 
interview of three years ago when 
I described Khrushchev as a man 
who sincerely wanted peace and 
could become a friend of the Uni- 
ted Stales. 


Criticism at that time was al- 


most 90 per cent against me. 
Some editors even canceled the 
column. 


Looking back over the interven- 


ing years there are two main 
p o i n t s 
regarding which Mr. 


Khrushchev has been completely 
consistent and which the general 
public, both here and abroad, has 
come to realize. 


1. He has consistently put a 


higher standard of living for the 
Russian people 
ahead of 
the 


Marxist goal of social revolution. 
This is one point which so riles 
the Chinese. 


2. He has consistently shown 


that nuclear war is too great a 
hazard to risk. 


In talking to me in 1961 he went 


into great detail regarding his 
rivalry with Molotov over the 
question of a higher standard of 
living versus revolution. He told 
told me how he finally beat Mol- 
otov on (his point and expected 
to continue beating him. (Molo- 
tov in February was kicked out 
of the Communist Party). 


Two years later in the inter- 


view of August 1963, Khrushchev 
told me that he was cutting down 
on the Russian military budget 
regardless of the United States 
because he wanted to spend more 
on the Russian living standard. 
"Communism cannot be a table 
laid with empty plates," he said. 
"To invite people to such Com- 
munism is like inviting people to 
eat soup with a fork." 


Later in December, he did re- 


duce the Russian military budget 
unilaterally by 4.7 per cent. 


Last week in Hungary, Khrush- 


chev, again consistent, empha- 


more 
sized that "goulash was 
important than Revolution.1 
.Calls Far U.S.-S«Viet Uutty 


At the end of my 1961 inter- 


view, as we were about to leave.' 
Khrushchev said: "Tell President 
Kennedy that if the United State* 
and Russia stand together, no 
country in the world can ever 
start a war." 


He did not mention China, but 


I got the impression he had nil 
bitter rival Mao Tse-tung in mindf. 


Since then Mr. Khrushchev has 


sometimes shown poor judgment 
regarding the American people; 
as when he bowed to the Red 
Army and OK'd a missile base in 
Cuba, But he has not deviated 
from his refusal to get embroiled 
in nuclear war, and the missile 
withdrawal from Cuba was proof 
of this. It brought cries of "ap- 
peaser" and "traitor" from the 
Chinese and 
further 
increased 


Moscow-Peking tension. 


Though the American people 


now generally realize that Khrush; 
chev means what he says when 
he advocates peace, 
probably 


they still do not realize what polif. 
ical hazards he faces when he 
opposes the Red Chinese and what 
domestic courage this takes. It 
requires just as much political 
fortitude with the Chinese for him. 
to say something nice about Pres- 
ident Johnson, as he did in Hun- 
gai-y last week, as it does for 
Johnson to risk trouble with the 
Republicans to say 
something 


nice about Khrushchev. And John- 
son hasn't taken that risk as yet. 


Mr. K's battle with the Chinese 


is far more serious than it would 
be for us to have a break with 
our 
most 
important 
neighbor 


Canada, with 3,000 miles of unde- 
fended border. The Russians also 
have 3,000 miles of undefended 
border, but the other side is not 
relatively empty, as is Canada. 
It is packed with almost 700,000,- 
000 people. 


This is why the problem faces 


President Johnson of giving som« 
tangible sign to the world, some 
definite peace achievement for 
the moderate wing of the Com- 
munist world now, to show that 
a policy of peace and moderation 
works. With Mr. Khrushchev 70 
years old and with the world ob- 
vjously worried about his con- 
tinued health, and with Mao Tse- 
tung a real potential to take over, 
time is running out.

The computer is our new boss. 


It has become man's mind, with- 
out the mistakes. There are over 
16,000 of them working in the 
United States and they can write 
a song, remember, recall, forget, 
execute 
complex 
arithmetical 


problems, fire a missile, solve a 
riddle, send bills, fire a manager, 
think of alternate solutions, and 
one called the Gardner-Denver, 
can wire another computer. 


It looks 
like a delicatessen 


dairy counter with neat trim, 
glass panels, and slots. Gilbert 
Burck, a writer for Fortune Mag- 
azine, thinks it may be more ben- 
eficial for man than any other 
invention, including the wheel. As 
man's knowledge was passed on 
mostly by speech. After that, the 
written word did it. Then came 
the printing press, and know- 
ledge was easy to give. 


Today 
the 
digital 
computer 


reads punched holes, instead of 
letters and words. The machine 
is an assortment of wires, elec- 
tricity, diodes, transistors, and 
vacuum tubes. Each is a common 
item. Together, they are terrify- 
ing. It is like putting the minds 
of 
ten thousand scientists to- 


gether, and removing the con- 
sciences. 


So 
far, 
it 
cannot 
initiate 


thought; that is, it cannot think of 
something with which it has had 
no experience. It is just begin- 
ning to try deductive thought; 
given the circumstances 
of a 


ship sinking, it will predict the 
sinking of others. The machine, 
like a 
hateful 
woman, learns 


nothing and forgets nothing. 


The computer can be boastful 


too. It will take a problem which 
mathematicians know would re- 
quire one hundred years of time 
for solving, and the machine will 
dwell on it, and spew the correct 
answer in two minutes. The new- 
er, more sophisticated machines 
use a conditional transfer code 
which has the ability to assess an 
assortment of conditions, reach a 
conclusion, and then give alter- 
nate, or optional answers to the 
problem. 


It can estimate the work, the 


salary and the efficiency of an 
employe; it can give an army 
the optimum conditions in which 
to launch an attack; it is not too 
timid to tell the Pentagon how 
many bombers to order, what 
type, and how many missiles too. 
The machine has a snobbish qual- 
ity too; it cannot be bought—it 
is usually leased. 


One at the Federal Aviation 


Administration Experimental Sta- 
tion at Atlantic City has memor- 
ized 38,000 different problems to 
do with the spacing and routing of 
air traffic, and can be called up- 
on to solve any of them within 
a second or two. It can also type 
instructions at the rate of 10,000 
words a minute. It has a brother 
which can read and digest 90.000 
complete documents per hour. 


A few years ago, the computer 


was a joke. Executives asked it 
silly questions. Today, an in- 
surance company can stack iU 
millions of policy holders into one 
machine, and Ahe machine will 


*v> 


bill them properly and promptly, 
even though some like to pay by 
month, some quarterly, and some 
by year. 


Professor 
Jay 
Forrester of 


M.I.T. was not satisfied having 
the machine make scores of thou- 
sands of correct decisions. H« 
also wanted it to act on them. So 
he initiated the "feed-back" de- 
vice. When the computer in a fac- 
tory, for example, thinks that a 
boiler fire is burning low, it will 
not only call attention to it, th« 
computer will also turn up the 
flow of oil and, as oil storage re- 
cedes, it will also order more. 


The most powerful computer i« 


Control Data's 6600, which can 
absorb three million instructions 
per second, and remember all of 
them. Another will accept busi- 
ness problems versus business 
goals, and will reply with "mini- 
mum" 
solutions 
and 
"maxi- 


mum." One has simulated a bank 
trust officer, and, so far, the 
machine has never made a mis- 
take in counselling people regard- 
ing their investments. 


Another ^costs -|7,000,000 if a 


company prefers to buy rather 
than lease. The memory sections 
look like 2-inch by l'/4-inch sec- 
tions of fiber rugs. Each unit has 
16,000 tiny cores, whose business 
is to remember, and to render 
total recall instantaneously. The 
machine can be given a short 
electric shock treatment which 
will kill its memory. It is then 
ready to accept new facts, new 
intelligence. It never tires, and 
even the simplest computers can 
outthink, outwit, and even out- 
guess any man. 


It never has a headache, never 


falls in love, and never remains 
away from its job because of a 
hangover. Best of all. it never 
panics or becomes emotional, no 
matter how dire the situation. 
• 


The computer is smarter than

A Co ng ressio nal subco mmittee inv estig ating 
the pro liferatio n o f lie detecto r tests has pro ­ 
duced eno ug h ev idence o f abuse to demand 
co rrectiv e measures fo r the pro tectio n o f indi­ 
v idual rig hts. 
In numbers alo ne there is cause fo r alarm. 
In fiscal 19 63 , so me 19 federal ag encies, ex clu­ 
siv e o f the supersecret CIA, co nducted 2 3 ,12 2 
lie detecto r tests—so me merely to determine 
suitability fo r emplo y ment. In 19 5 9 , the Air 
Fo rce used die detecto rs in o ne o ut o f 4 3 inv esti­ 
g atio ns. Fiv e y ears later the ratio was o ne in 18. 
Further, the military serv ices co ncede they 
hav e added hidden micro pho nes and see-thro ug h 
mirro rs as standard equipment in their inquisi­ 
to rial chambers. 
The qualificatio ns o f tho se who co nduct the 
tests also leav e much to be desired. Pro f. Fred 
Imbau o f No rthwestern Univ ersity 's Law Scho o l 
testified he co nsiders fo ur o ut o f fiv e po ly g raph 
o perato rs in the U. S. to be impro perly qualified. 
At least partial substantiatio n appears in the 
fact that the Army trains its o perato rs in sev en 
weeks. 
Lie detectio n equipment itself is co nsidered 
no mo re than 70 per cent reliable since it canno t 
disting uish between the emo tio nal reactio ns to 
a lie and certain anx ieties o f the inno cent. Lie 
detecto r results are no t admissible ev idence in 
co urt. Yet they are permitted to influence the 
hiring o f g o v ernment perso nnel, stain reputa­ 
tio ns and damag e careers. 
The ex tent that they do so has been a 
fruitful so urce o f inv estig atio n. It is incumbent 
upo n the Co ng ressio nal subco mmittee to fo llo w 
thro ug h to the po int where pro per safeg uards 
ag ainst the 
inv asio n 
o f human 
rig hts 
are 
pro v ided.

Communists Seek To Infiltrate Rights Movement 


WASHINGTON - An unhappy 
secret is worrying official Wash­ 
ington, The secret is that despite 
the .American Communist P arty's 
feebleness and disarray, its agents 
a rc beginning to infiltrate certain 
secto rs of the Negro civil rights 
movement, 
The infiltration is sfx itty, as yet. 
But it is a very serious m atter, 
none the less, that the charges of 
Communist infiucnce, which have 
been hurled for so long by anti- 
civil rights racists, should now 
be acquiring some color of truth. 
The Southern Christian Leader­ 
ship Conference, headed by the 
Rev. 
Martin Luther King; 
the 
Students Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee, m ore usually called 
“SM CK ,” and the Congress on 
Racial 
Equality, 
more 
usually 
called “CORE," are all affected 
in greater or less degree. 
These, it should be noted, are 
all relatively new-fledged outfits. 
The 
older, 
m ore 
ex perienced 
organizations of Negro civil rights- 
fighters, the National Association 
for the .Advancement of Colored 
People and the Urban League, 
are quite untouched. 
Both the Urban League and the 
N.AACP learned their lesson the 
hard way in the late ’.30s and early 
'40s — the period which was also 
the high w ater mark of Com­ 
m unist infiltration in the labor 
movement. Like the CTO. both 
these civil rights organizations 
ex pelled the Communist infiltra­ 
to rs after a hard struggle, but 
with total success.

Recognized As Man Of Peace 
The most im portant aspect of 
the rum or regarding Khrushchev's 
death was the general concern 
of both diplom ats and public that 
a moderate man of peace might 
be replaced by Mao Tse-tung or a 
Stalinist as leader of the Com­ 
munist world. 
This worry was in vivid con­ 
trast to reaction following my 
interview of three years ago when 
I described Khrushchev as a man 
who sincerely wanted peace and 
could become a friend of the Uni­ 
ted States. 
Criticism at that time was al­ 
most 90 per cent against me. 
Some editors even canceled the 
column. 
Looking back over the interven­ 
ing years there arc two main 
p o i n t s 
regarding which 
Mr. 
Khrushchev has been completely 
consistent and which the general 
public, both here and abroad, has 
come to realize 
1. He has consistently put a 
higher standard of living for the 
Russian 
people 
ahead 
of 
the 
Marx ist goal of social revolution. 
This is one point which so riles 
the Chinese. 
2, He has consistently shown 
that nuclear w ar is too great a 
hazard to risk. 
In talking to me in 1961 he went 
into great detail regarding his 
rivalry 
with 
Molotov 
over the 
question of a higher standard of 
living versus revolution. He told 
told me how he finally beat Mol­ 
otov on this point and ex pected 
to continue beating him. 
< Molo­ 
tov in February was kicked out 
of the Communist Party» . 
Two years later in the inter­ 
view of August 1963, Khrushchev 
told me that he was cutting down 
on the Russian military budget 
regardless of the United States 
because he wanted to spend more 
on the Russian living standard. 
"Communism cannot be a table 
laid with empty plates,” he said. 
“To invite people to such Com­ 
munism is like inviting people to 
eat soup with a fork.” 
Later in December, he did re­ 
duce the Russian military budget 
unilaterally by 4.7 per cent. 
Last week in Hungary, Khrush­ 
chev, 
again consistent, empha- 


sized 
that "goulash was mor« 
im portant than Revolution.” 
Calls For U.S.-Soviet Unity 
At the end of my 1961 inter­ 
view, as we were about to leave, 
Khrushchev said; “Tell President 
Kennedy that if the United States 
and Russia stand together, no 
country in ihe world can ever 
start a w ar.” 
He did not mention China, but 
I got the impression he had his 
bitter rival Mao Tse-tung in mind. 
Since then Mr. Khrushchev has 
sometimes shown poor judgment 
regarding the American people, 
as when he bowed to the Red 
Army and OK’d a missile base in 
Cuba. But he has not deviated 
from his refusal to get embroiled 
in nuclear war, and the missile 
withdrawal from Cuba was proof 
of this, it brought cries of “ap- 
peaser" and “ traito r” from the 
Chinese 
and 
further 
increased 
Moscow-Peking tension. 
Though 
the 
American 
people 
now generally realize that Khrush­ 
chev means what he says when 
he 
advocates 
peace, 
probably 
they still clo not realize what polit- 
ical hazards he faces when he 
oppo.ses the Red Chinese and what 
domestic courage this takes. It 
requires just as much political 
fortitude with the Chinese for him, 
to say something nice about Pres­ 
ident Johnson, as he did in Hun­ 
gary last week, as it does for 
Johnson to risk trouble with the

nice about Khrushchev. And John­ 
son hasn’t taken that risk as yet. 
Mr. K’s battle with the Chinese 
is far m ore serious than it would 
be for us to have a break with

Canada, with 3.0W) miles of unde­ 
fended border. The Russians also 
have 3,000 m iles of undefended 
border, but the other side is not 
relatively empty, as is Canada.

The best he could do was 
to take the two high clubs 
which together with one d i a - 
mond and six spades added up 
to nine tricks—one short of the 
mark*. 


Declarer should have com- 


menced operations on the dia- 
mond suit first, retaining dum- 
my's trumps for reentry to his 
hand. Once the diamonds be- 
come established, South 
can 


draw trumps, losing in all two 
diamonds and one heart. 


Even after his initial slip, de- 


clarer could still have recov- 
ered had he played the king of 
diamonds from dummy on the 
first lead of that suit. He can 
subsequently drop the ten of 
diamonds under his jack in 
order to retain the lead in his 
hand at the crucial moment. 
The success of this maneuver, 
however, hinges on a three- 
three division in diamonds.
